The 
notes of the Scofield Bible teach

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sages. No one can accuse Dr. Tor- 
rey of.moving in ‘Pentecostal’ 
circles or of bordering on fanati- 
cism. His teaching bore no rela- 
tion to the view that one cannot 
know that he is saved unless he 
has spoken in tongues. In his 
later years when some teachers 
began raising objection to the 
term, we often heard Dr. Torrey 
say that he would not argue about 
terms: what he wanted was to get 
Christians to fully abandon their 
lives to and to be ‘full of the Spir- 
it.’ 


"The Central Truth of Pentecost 

“The question is: Are we to ex- 
pect another Pentecost — another 
outpouring, another shedding forth 
of the Spirit? Or what is the 
essential truth of Pentecost which 
we are to seize upon? 

“The central fact of Pentecost 
was that they were FILLED with 
the Spirit and ‘endued with power 
from on high’ (Lk. 24:49) enabling 
them to go everywhere witness- 
ing with divine unction (Acts 1:8). 
WE do not have to tarry for the 
coming of the Spirit, but it has 
certainly been the experience of 
the vast majority of Christians 
that this ‘unction’ (I John 2:20) or 
‘anointing’ (I John 2:27) or ‘full- 
ness’ (Eph. 5:18) of the Spirit has 
come at some time subsequent to 
conversion, and it has usually been 
connected with special times of 
prayer and heart searching (Acts 
4:31). Dr. Torrey taught that 
power of the Spirit for service was 
to be earnestly sought in prayer 
(Luke 11:13) and we believe this 
to be sound advice. Many are living 
without power because they have 
not earnestly sought it. There are 
doubtless some who, at the time 
of conversion, make such a com- 
plete surrender to God that they 
experience fullness of life simul- 
taneously with the gift of life

“I will come again.” John 14:3. 

1. His return is to be a person- 
al return. In John 14 He says, “T 
will come again.”’ He said he would 
go away. It was not a phantom 
departure, but He went in person. 
And He said, “I will come again.”’ 
He did not mean a spiritual return, 
but a personal coming again. His 
words cannot be interpreted in any 
other way. Furthermore, the 
two men in white apparel said to 
the disciples, “This same Jesus 
which is taken up from you, into 
Heaven shall so come in like man- 
ner as you have seen Him go in- 
to Heaven” (Acts 9:1:11). If this 
be true, why should we think of 
some strange happening as being 
the coming of Christ? I have 
heard people say, when they heard 
some strange noise or saw some- 
thing out of the ordinary, that 
they thought sure the world was 
coming to an end. How foolish 
statements like that sound, when 
He says, “I will come again.” 
When I leave home and tell my 
children I am coming back, they 
do not look for an explosion or 
expect the sky to fall. No, they 
look for daddy. That’s what Paul 
meant when he said, “For the 
Lord himself shall descend from 
heaven with a shout.” 

2. His coming will be certain. 
He said, “I will come again.” His 
coming is not dependent upon us, 
this is an unconditional promise. 
The postmillennialist would have us 
believe that Christ can not come 
until the world is converted, but 
there are dozens of Scriptures that 
teach the world will be far from 
being a converted world when He 


comes. For example, Luke 17:26, 
“And as it was in the days of 
Noe, (Noah), so shall it be also 


in the days of the Son of Man.” 
What was the moral condition in 
the days of Noah? Read the next 
verse and if that is not enough 
read the 6th chapter of Gen. [If 
the coming of Christ was depend- 
ent upon the faithfulness of any 
nation, church or individual except 
Christ Himself, we would be of all 
men most miserable.

It must be apparent to all that 
any one who comes to this judg- 
ment is certain to be condemned. 
When it comes to any judgment 
passed on our own deeds, there 
could be only one outcome. Man 
is so wicked that any time man 
receives justice he receives con- 
demnation. The Scripture says, 
“All we like sheep have gone 
astray; we have turned every one 
to his own way; and the Lord 
hath laid on him the iniquity of us 
all” (Isa. 53:6). We are told that 
“we have before proved both Jews 
and Gentiles, that they are all un- 
der sin. As it is written, There is 
none righteous, no, not one; There 
is none that understandeth, there 
is none that. seeketh after God. 
They are all gone out of the way, 
they are together become unprofit- 
able; there is none that doeth good, 


| no, not one” (Rom. 3:9-12). And 


again, “There is no difference: For 
all have sinned, and come short 
of the glory of God” (Rom.

Some of us may be 
dead when He comes but that is 
all right, that is ome reason He 
is coming back, to raise the dead. 
Could He not just send for us? 
He could, but does the bridegroom 
send for the bride? No. Well, 
then, Jesus is not going to send 
for us: He says, “I will COME 
again.”

While we do 
not need to pray or tarry for God 
to send the Holy Spirit into the 
world since He is already here, yet 
Christians should earnestly pray 
for the power of the Holy Spirit 
justas’\ New Testament Christians 
did, since God has promised the 
Holy Spirit “to them that ask Him” 
(Luke 11:13).

of the sinner. When the book of 
life is closed ‘then mercy is gone.
